THE baby science of radio, although 
so young, has already given us 
manly Denefits—some material, such as 
the saving of souls at sea; others Jess 
important, but still valuable, It has 
cheered sick people, and brought tidings 
and echoes of the great world into lonely 
places; but to me its most interesting 
achievement is that it has made us listen, 
We all. possess the five senses, but it 35 
seldom that we fully develop them, Few 
people seriously use their eyes ; few have 
a keen sense of smell; few really use the 
great gift that lies in their hands—the 
gift of touch—thongh that is the first 
instinct of the baby and of the lover. 
Fewer still really use their ears. 


In this matter radio is helping us, Tt 
{s quickening ourslow sense of hearing, and 
making us sharply aware of voices. We hear 
the voices of our friends in conversation, 
and the. voices of actors on the stage, 
but we have not, until now, completely 
listened as musicians listen to an orches- 
tra, Half our attention has been through 
the eyes, looking at our friends, anticipat- 
ing what they are going to say, or watching 
the graceful movements of stage figures 
In radio we can employ but one sense ; 
there is no distraction of the physical 
presence; and our sears. are becoming 
more and more sensitive to the fine shades 
and the significant inflections of the 
human voice,

Astonishing Results of Mass Production, 


HOUGH the war had a paralyzing effect on 
industry generally, it certainly opened t 
eyes of our manufacturers to the advantages of 
niass production, and of late they have not been 
‘Apply to the neds of peace the methods 
by which, in the ev oue Army was adequately 
supplied ‘ith munitions, 

‘The most wnpromising things to manufac: 
tare by those methods appear to be scientific 
instruments ; but for some time several of these 
have heen made on multiple principles, and a 
recent addition to their nimber ia the head- 
phone which is now produced in a factory in 
the Midlands with a system that is really

Porfoct, but Simple, 

This is a considerable achiovement, because 
the modern headphone is not a scientifle inatra- 
ment merely; it is a scientific inatrament of 
precision, When it was required almost solely 
for the reception of telegraphic siguals, quality 
‘of reproduction and absence of distortion wero 
almost negligible. But in broadcast receiving 
these things emphatieally do matter, Tosa 
fidelity, in fact, is easential, and in the head:

To visit the factory is to get an object-lesson 
in planning and organization, — At the-outset,

rough usage for long periods. Magnetoa with, 
these qualities were made during the war, and 
this paved the way for the production of superior 
headphones, 

Inspected at Every Stage. 

Comparatively simple though the operations 
fare, however, there is carefal_ inspection 
‘connection with them—an iinportant feature of 
mass production. In some works, parts made 
like matches must be within 1-500in, or leet of 


the required measurement, otherwise they are 


instantly rejected. Here there is inspection at 
covery stage, followed sometimes by testing.

Such ie sub-division of lahour earried to the 
highest degree. Tt seems deadly monotonous, 
though women stand it well. In Birmingham 
‘yon can see girls whese sole and constant task

[process preparatory to making them air-tight. 
Nothing, surely could be more dull and unin 
‘teresting, but these lanes appear quito cheerful, 

‘Nest, and last, comes the despatch department, 
towhich theheadphones, each ina box numbered 
‘on asystem that enables the date of boxing a 
‘the section that assembled the instrument 
‘within to be readily ascertained, are transported.

"But before the headphones aro ually passed, 
they enter a room where they: are tested for 
reception, This is done by means of an electric 
‘transmission device, music from a gramophone 
taking the place of that broadcast from the 
stations. For this work blind ex-soldiers are 
employed, and they have proved themselves 
Iighly efficent. 

‘Ax a result of this elaborate adaptation of 
means to ends, the factory—which employs two 
thousand hands, some of whom are engaged in 
making loud speakers—produces a headphone 
‘every fourteen seconds, or about twelve thousand

Radio as the Teacher’s Ally. 


"HE gramophone, the cinema, and the 
wireless receiving act have made possible 
enormous now developmenta in eclueation. 
‘They are new educational agencies of far-reach: 
ing importance, though considering the length 
time each of them kas been a working success, 
jeanting has made the greatest steps 
‘The gramophone had long been a popnlar 
‘possession in scores of thousands uf homes before 
it-was wed on any scale for edueational pur- 
pies, ‘The tardiness with which it was adopted 
fn schools was in Targo part due, no doubt, £0 a 
prejudice aguinst it. ‘This prejudice is happily 
reaking dow, and for musical purposes anid 
the teaohing of languages it is finding its pluce 
‘4A a necessary part of the equipment of the 
school. 


Teaching History by Films. 
The cinema, again, haa by no racans won 
{or itself the recognition which it deserves ax an. 
instrument of education. I do not think that 
thia is because of any prejudice against the film. 
At arises very largely through the expense 
whieh wwonld be jncurred in providing schools 
with the mecesssry apparatus and films 1 
anticipate in che future that in the central 
halla of all our schools provision will be made 
for a screen, and geography, history and natural 
fcience will e tatight with the aid of films. Such, 
films akeady exist, bt their dicect educational 
valoe is not obtained by their exhibition as part 
ff the ordinary programme of the picture-house, 
Wireless, which seems to me; as a_mero 
amateur, far less efficient technically than either 
the gramophgne or the cinema, and which, in 
many ways, # still in the experimental stage, 
has during the short time that a wireless service 
than been available, wiade extraordinarily xapia 
steides as an educational agency. Its educational 
programme ia Load in conception, varied in 
ment, and wide in its appeal. ‘It includes 
1 teansnilssions to schools in London and
